THORNE'S BOOKS 
WILL BE BURN 


Novelist Has Offended Authorities 
of Oxford University 


All the Books by the Author of 
‘When It Was Dark,’’ Will Be 
Publicily Burned at Oxford. 
Revival of an Old 
Custom. 


Special Cable. 

London, March 24.—Guy Thorne, who 
wrote “When It Was Dark,” keeps on 
getting. free advertisement in a way that 
must be the envy of his fellow novelists. 
Tt is said that over 176,000 copies of 


“When It Was Dark” were sold in this 


country alone as the result of the strik- 
ing reference to that novel which was 
made by the bishop of London in a ser- 
mon delivered at Westminster abbey, and 
now an even greater bit of good fortune 
has befallen the lucky Guy Thorne, For 
practically at the very moment that a 
new nevel from his pen is being an- 
nounced as “‘ready,’’ it has been decided 
by the Union Society, of Oxford, that al 
of Thorne’s works that exist in the lL- 
brary of the famous university shall be 
ejected therefrom and ‘“‘publicly burned.” 

No reason for thus reviving an old-time 
method of showing ‘‘abhorrence” has yet 
been assigned by the Oxford “union.” 
The explanation, however, probably lies 
in the fact that Thorne criticises the 
Church of England pretty freely, both in 
his last book, “A Lost Cause,” and. his 
forthcoming one—which has already been 
published in serial form—and that Oxford 
is one of the great strongholds of ‘‘estab- 
lishment,’’ as it is called. 


Caused a Sensation. 


The thing has made a small sensation, 
however, for most people supposed that 
the practice of book burning has been 
done away with forever—even at, Oxford. 
There it once flourished exceedingly, 
especially in revolution and reformation 
times, but from 1849 to the present day 
no work .hag ‘heen incinerated* at the 
university.” The last book ‘to be burned 
there, and the last to be burned in Eng 
land, was Froude’s’ famous ‘Nemesis of 
Faith.” According to an official. state- 
ment published on March 9,.1849, that 
work was “publicly burned by the :au+ 
thorities in the college hall,”’.and so one 
supposts that Guy Thorne‘s: detested 
volumes wiil be: treated in, the, same 
fashion. : 2 

Apropos, it may be recalled that this 
author’s réal name is not “Guy Thofne’”’ 
at all but Ranger Gull, under which 
appellation most.of his books have. ap- 
peared. Like Cutcliffethat Hyne,. who 
gave us “Captain Kettle,’’ and who oc- 
casionally. writes as ‘Weatherby Ches- 
ney,’ Mr. Gull apparently doesn’t think it 
policy to publish tog oftén uhder' dne 
name, and most of his ‘‘controversial’’ 
books. have had “Guy Thorne” on their 
title page, with the odd result that the 
author is much better known under his 
assumed name that-he is ‘under his real 
one. ; 


Son of a Clergyman. 

The. son of. a clergyman, he’ bégan ‘his 
writing cater @s a newspaper man. and 
m@de ‘his: first success with a novel called 
“The Hypocrite.” That wags as Ranger 
Gull, ,As “‘Guy Thorne” he first attracted 
attention with a weird story called ‘‘Dhe 
Cave,” but “When It Was Dark” has 
been. his biggest subcess ahd : probably 
would have made a hit, even without 
the bishop of London’s recommendation, 
for its .story of the resurrection ‘‘dis- 
proved’ was both ingenrotis and original. 
But it undoubtedly .was the free ‘‘ad’’ 
from Dr, Winnington Ingram, who prac- 
tically stands next to the afchbishop of 
Canterbury, that gave the book its big 
boom, and if Thorne’s other books really 
are burned at Oxford-the result is likely 
to be. a heathy deman for his new 
volume. ?

FELL IN LOVE 
WITH DEAD POET 


Pretty Romance in Connec- 
tion with Statue of 
DeMussett. 


Special Cable. 


London, March 24.—In Paris the topic 
of the moment is the new statue of 
Alfred de Musset—the first to be raised 
at the capital-which was unveiled the 
other day, and which probably not a 
few of this year’s American visitors will 
see in the place of honor that has been 
given it beside the Comedie Francais. 

De Musset died in 1857, worn out, at 
47, by a life of intermittent dissipation 
and hard work, and this statue shows 
him seated on a hench in a characteris- 
tic attitude of dejection, his head sunk 
upon his breast. Above him ig the muse 
in the form of a beautiful girl, who 
quotes to the poet his own famous lines: 
“Let us depart in a kiss for an unknown 
world.”’ 

Oddly enough no less than three nota- 

ble people posed for different parts of 
this statue at the request of Antonin 
Mercie, the sculpfor, who never saw his 
subject in the flesh. These were de Mus- 
set’s sister, Mme. Lamniin de Musset, who 
sat for the face; Albert Lambert, the 
actor, who furnished the beard and mus- 
tache, the cravat and the romantic cape, 
and Paul Escudier, ex-president of the 
municipal *council, who proved to have 
just the ‘figure’ that Mercfe wanted. 
* The romance of, the statue, however, 
has: to do with the model who posed 
for the muse. This was'a young work 
girl, and she took such an. interest in 
the statue of de Musset that the sculp- 
tor gave her the .poet’s:-books to read. 
Having devoured them she Was more in 
loye than ever with the dead poet and 
every day, when She came to ‘pose, she 
brought a few flowers which she placed 
on the pedestal of ‘her “poet,’’ as she 
called him. But’ this is not all, for 
since the completion of his statue the 
artist has found’ out°that fhe girl, who 
was quite bewitchingly pretty, came to 
chim under an assumed aamed, and he 
hag been .unable to trace her. 

So this posthumous lover of Alfred de 
Mysset, did not receive a@jcard for the 
unveiling of his statue. Among those 
who did, however, at the express com- 
mand of the French minjster of, fine arts, 
was the aged AdélexGoltin: whe. kept 
House ‘for and nurse@-de* Mussét in his 
last ‘years, and she was orte of ‘the most 
noticed and-ifiterested pecg:le ‘at the cere- 
monies. lt was. said while ago that 
Mile.

PLANS FOR FUTURE WARS 
» IN KAISER’S STRONG BOX 


Special Cable. 
ERLIN, March 
B. familiar with the political situa- 

tion in Burope at present, there 
are few places8 ‘in, Berlin which possess 
more interest than what might be term- 
ed Germany’s “military strong-box’’—in 
other words; the imposing bullding in the 
heart of the capital, which is the head- 
quarters of: the general staff of. the 
kaiser’s army. For in it are studied out 
ang ‘stored with hermetical secrecy all 
the ifathertand’s plans of battle against 
every possible enemy or combination of 
enemies inthe world. It is,. by general 
consent of tacticiang and strategists of 
all countries, the most complete war 
laboratory. in existence. It hums with 
activity,. even.in the most piping . times 
of peace, for Germany is restless in the 
development of her military preparations 
and the genera] 
theory that perfection is farther off the 
nearer it is approached. 

The huge brick and stone home of the 
staff stands in the fashfonable “north- 
west’’ residentfal quarter of Berlin. It oc- 
cupies a full block, a stone’s throw from 
the reichstag. As one approaches it, he 
encounters the magnificent new bronze 
statues. of Germany’s greatest. modern 
soldier, Count von Motlke, and of Genera] 
Roon, minister of war at the time 
the conflict with France in 
Moltke was chief of staff during the 
Franco-Prussian war, and it is his favor- 
ite nephew, Count Helmuth von Maltke, 
who now occupies that position—prob- 
ably the most responsible peace-times 
command in the world. 

The genera] staff's departments dre 
divided into countries. The most im- 
portant are departments | and 2, respec- 
tively, the French and Russian gitisions, 
The officers attached to these depart- 
ments are the keenest thinkers in the 
staff, for upon them devolves the task 
of mapping out Germany's defense in a 
great European hand war, which would 
probably involve the kaiser’s fighting on 
two long “fronts."”’ While Germany’s 
plans of campaign against France 
Russia, or «agatinst any ther great 
enemy, are constantly in a state of prac. 
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tical completeness, officers are always 
working away at improvement of details 
and such changes as day by day events 
may make necessary. Flor instance, the 
Russian military attache to Berlin, Colo- 
nel von Schebeko, was recently with- 
drawn by request of the German gov- 
ernment for having ‘been detected in 
spying operations with the military at- 
taché of France. His offense consisted of 
)eaposing eertain plans for raiding of 
French and Russian communications in 
the rear of armies marching: on Germany. 
It became necessary for. the Gefman- 
staff to work out a completely fresh se 
of plans for these raiding “‘patrola’’ This 
requires weeks of ‘work and taxes the 
ingenuity of the staff charged, with that 
particular duty to the utmost, as the dis- 
covered scthieme may bé supposed ¢giready 
to have exhausted the strategic in- 
genuity of its framers. 

Much critivism. continues to be heard 
in the highest. military quarters over 
the appointment ef Count ‘von, Moltke 
to the chiefship: af the staff. Maximilian 
Harden, the caustic. Berlin pamphieteer, 
who has been in_jail a score of times for 
phain-speaking about the kaiser and polit- 
ileal affairs in general, says thHat’i¢ the 
officer corps of .the army could have 
voted in secret on Count von Schieffen's 
successor, Moltke would not .twave re- 
ceived a'single ballot. But Moltke is 
said to be fully in tune with the em- 
peror’s ideas about @ war with France— 
namely, no war, udless Germany is pro- 
voked. Count Yon Schileffen, who has 
just retired ag head of the staff, urged 
the kaiser to attack France during the 
progress of the Russo-Japanese war, but 
William II always turned a deaf ear to 


the proposals of his first military ad- 
viser.

Six of the large banks, 
whose branches are spread most widely 
over this territory, earned more than 
fourteen and a half per cent on their 
paid-up capital in 1903, and upon their 
capital and surplus combined almost nine 
and one-half per cent. This covered the 
whole of Canada and a great part of the 
profits came from the west. 
Canada’s Banking System. 

During my travels here I have met the 
leading financiers, amd have learned 
something about the banking system. It 
is different from ours. Canada’s finan- 
celal tatters are managed by big institu- 
tions with big capital, which have branch. 

"es scattered throughout the country. 
There are mo small banks with fifty 
thousand, one hundred thousand or two 
hundred thousand dollars capital. It Is 
not possible to start @ bank of that Kind. 
The money business of the whole coun- 
try is done by chartered banks, mhich 
have altogether a paid-up capital of 
more than eighty million dollars and a 
surplus of more than fifty-four willions. 
There are now thirty-five main banks in 
Canada with more than one thousand | 
branches spread over the country. Of 
these branches there are 49! in the prov- 
ince of Ontario, I83 in Quebec, 98 in 
Nove Scotia, 45 in New Brunswick, 87 in 
Manitoba, 50 in British Columbia and 
almost one hundred in this Canadian 
northwest.

much overestimated. The literati have 
boasted of the antiquity of the govern- 
ment and educational system, the inven- 
tion of the compass, Tie printing press 
and of gunpowder, and the western world 
has been inclined to concede their claims, 
‘but these claims will not bear investiga- 
tion. The government is ancient, but it 
ig also antiquated. The emperor exer- 
cises @ power as unlimited as that of 
the ezar and is as inaccessible to his 
subjects. The ruling familly seized the 
throne two and a half centuries agd and 
has retained power because the people 
have learned to submit to almost any- 
thing. The laws have not only ‘been ar- 
bitrary. but they have been cruel; the 
¢ Officials have not only been. appointed 
without consulting the governed, but 

they have been shamelessly corrupt. 

No Improvement in Centuries. 


When Confucius and Menclus taught 
they complained of the degenerdcy of 
the government, and in mere than twenty 
centuries that have elapsed sfncé those 
days there has been ne marked improve- 
ment. Of course, there have been pure 
and patridfic men in high places occa- 
sionally, but the government showed 
neither perfection the? nor fmprovement 
afterwards—tntil Wiihin the last few 
years. 

What if the compass was known to the 
Chinese before it was to HBurope? ‘They 
made little use of it, compared with the 
use to which it wag put by the Portu- 
guese, the Spaniards, the Dutth and oth- 
* er Puropeans- 

They invented Funpowder, and yet they 
equipped their soldiers with bows and 
arrows down to the mresert generation.

densely populated section, we did not see 
@ man reading a paper or hear the voice 
of a newsboy. : 


Chinese Not Learned. 


Exfualiy withut justification is the 


boast of great learning among the peo- 
ple. They have had no educational sys- 
tem, and their children have had to rely 
upon private schools, a few families get- 
ting together and hiring a_ teacher. 
Even then the main purpose of their 
higher education wade to obtain a gov- 
ernment position. As only a very lim- 
ited number could possibly be selectej 
at the competitive examinations held by 
the government, there was small incent- 
ive to study and the written language, 
With 214 radicals and 1,200 differen: 
characters, was enough to discourage 
even the ambitious. A Chinese official 
informed me that not move than one man 
in 10 could write a letter, and that not 
more than one in ten could understand 
a letter when read to him. 

The object of the schools, such as they 
had, was to cultivate the memory and 
to teach the pupils to write essays ex- 
pounding the doctrines of the Chinese 
sages. All of the schools used the same 
text book, the primer in universal use 
having been prepared over 800 years 
ago. Education wag Mmited in the num- 
ber who received it and Mmited in the 


'amount provided, and the course of in- 


struction was fossilized. None of the 


| students were taught anything about the 


outside world, and but few of the people 
were students. It is sufficient evidence 
of the absolute failure of their educa- 
tional system to compare this great em- 
pire, containing approximately one- 
fourth of the population of the globe, 
with even the smaller states of Europe

Stance, ancestor worship: it contains a 
germ of good in that it teaches respect 
and care for parents, but the spirit has 
been lost in the obserVince of the letter 
until the welfare of the living is neglected 
that senseless sacrifices may be made 
to the dead. At Canton we visited a 
place called “‘The Place of the Dead.” 
It is connected with a Buddhist temple 
and is just outside the city wall. There 
«re some 400 rooms in the group of build- 
ings, and nearly every room contains a 
coffin. Here the well-to-do deposit the 
body of an ancestor and keep incense 
burning as long as they can afford to 
pay for it. Rent must be paid for the 
rooms; the light must be kept bright; 
food and drink must be offered to the 
Geparted each day, and the incense must 
be pald for. AS some one has remarked, 
it ¢costs more to care for a dead ancestor 
than a live one. We saw one coffin that 
had cost $3,000: it had been in the build- 
ing for sixiteen years and thad been 
moved from one apartment to another, a 
cheaper one being chosen each time as 
the resources of the family declined, In 
some cases the families have become so 
poor that they can neither pay rent nor 
buy a burying plot. 
Pilgrimages to Graves. 

There is also at Canton an ancestral hall 
where for a specified sum the name of 
an ancestor may be inscribed on a little 
wooden tablet; incense Is also burned here, 
too. foreign residents relate instances 
where servants have spent three years’ 
income In burying a parent, the money 
being borrowed and gradually repaid 
from the earnings. Besides the first cost 
of burial, there Ss be frequent pil- 
primages to the grave. It is within the 
bounds of truth to say that the money 
expended in elaborate funerals, in sacri- 
fices fo the dead. and in periodical pil- 
gtimages to tombs would have gone far 
toward the educating and enlightening of 
each rising generation—and who will say 
that respect for the dead can better be 
shown by formal ceremonies than by a 
proper regard for the welfare of the de- 
scendants?

The carved figures 
representing incidents tn the life of Budd- 
ha are very skilfully wrought and one 
cannot help feeling indignation at the 
vadalism of the foreign soldiers who, dur- 
ing the Boxer troubles, defaced this an- 
cient monument. 


The Altar of Heaven. 


By far the most impressive and elabo- 
rate religious structure in China is the 
Altar of Heaven, not far from the city 
Of Pekin. It was built under the Ming 
dynasty 500 years ago, and is still visited 
twice each year by¥* the emperor. who 
here offers sacrifices to heaven. The 
sacrificial altar is- built entirely of white 
marble. It fs a triple circular: terrace. 
the base being a little more than 200 
feet in diameter, th@“middle Terrace 150 
feet and the fop terrace nearly 100 feet, 
each terrace being inclosed by a beauti- 
fully carved balustrade. It stands about 
18 feet high. and the emperor, ascending 
to it alone, kneels at midnight and as 
the. representative of the whole people 
makes his offerfhg to heaven. A bullock 
without blem{&h is used the offering 
on these occasions. In architecture the 
altar reminds one of the Greek struc- 
tures, while some of the features of the 
ceremony recall the rites of the Israelites 
as described in the Ola Testament. 

Near td this altar is a pagoda, stand- 
ing upon another triple but smaller mar- 
ble terrace; it is popularly known as the 
Temple of Heaven. THflere on the first 
day of the Chinese vear the emperor 
offers his supplications to heaven for a 
blessing upon the year. This is the most 
graceful and symmetrical pagoda in the 
empire, {f not In the Orient, and no one 
who visits the capital should fail to 
see it. Both the altar and the temple 
are surrounded by a high wall, and the 
inclosed court is shaded by veteran 
cedars. 


as 


What Taoism Teaches. 

While Buddhism has been regarded as 
the religion of China, Taoism has also 
influenced the thought of the nation. It 
teaches the existence of spirits, but has 
degenerated Into superstition and the at- 
tempted conciliation of evil spirits. For 
instance, before each official residence 
and before many private residences will 
be found a wall, higher and wider ‘than 
the front door, the purpose of which is 
to keep out the evil spirits which are 
supposed to travel only in a stfaight 
line. When a building is to be made 
more than two stories high, bunches of 
leaves are often tied to the top of the 
poles used for scaffolding to deceive 
the evil spirits and make them. helieve 
that it forest instead of a building, 
they being supposed to be hostile to 
high buildings. After the roof is on, 
however, the building is safe, but the 
ridge pole must curve up at the ends 
to keep the spirits from descending. 
Boys are very much at a premium in 
China, because the duty of guarding the 
grave devolves upon the oldest son. If 
a man loses a boy or two, he sometimes 
dresses the next boy like a girl in order 
to deceive the spirits, for a girl is, or at 
least used to be beneath the notice of 
even evil spirits. A very § intelligent 
Chinaman explained the disinclination of 
the ordinary Chinaman to?}rescue a 
drowning man on the ground that if the 
evil spirits were trying to rown the 
man, they would resent and punish any 
attempt to save him. 

But more potent than either Buddhism 
or Taoism has been the influence ol! 
Confucius and his commentators. ‘his 
great philosopher was born 565i B. C., 
and Mencius, his greatest disciple, near- 
ly 200 years later. The mvral principles 
discussed by them were not preserited as 
original conceptions, but rather urged 
as the principies of previous emperors 
whose lives were regarded as ideal, In 
another article, in the discussion of 
China’s awakening, I shall speak of the 
ethical teachings of Confucius, but it 
is worth while to note at this time that 
his utterances with regard to govern-

Confucius taught that those who were 
not in office need not concern them- 
selves about the administration of the 
government—a doctrine which paralyzed 
the patriotism of the masses ang invited 
abuses on the part of the officials. 

The eystem by which officlals were 
chosen was also calculated to breed 
selfishness and indifference to the public 
weal, as well as to impede progress. The 


contemplated merely the memorizing of 
the Chinese classics, composed of the 
sayings of the sages, poetry and Chinese 
history. 

Need Not Think For Themselves. 


The aspirants for honors were not re- | 
quired to think for themselves, to un- 
derstand the problems of their genera- 
tion or to know anything of the science 
of government. To compose a good essay 
upon what Confucius said upon ‘what 
Mencius thought, or upon what Shun or 
Wan or Woo did was sufficient. This 
maturally chained each generation to the 
past and locked the door to advance- 


ment. 

The successful candidate felt that his 
appointment was due to his own merit 
and that he was under no opligation to | 
any one except the members of his fam- | 
ily who had furnished the money neces- 
sary to enable him to take the various | 
examinations.

any machine-made army provides.

Founder of New Army. 

The founder of this new army {s Roger 
Pocock, an English gentleman rover, au- 
thor and ad'venturer, who has spent 
most of tire forty years of his life in 
hunting trowble. and has been gorgeously 
successful in finding it. That is shown 
by his thrilling book, “A Frontiersman,”’ 
which is really his autobiography, and 
his wily exciting story “Curly,’’ which 
is based on his own personal experience 
amon¢ the robbers of the wild west., He 
has taken part In several campaigns and 
has engaged in no less than thirty var!- 
eties of the ‘damned fool trades,’ as he 
calls them, “because we who serve in 
them get only a smatl part of our 
wages in cash, taking the balance fn <ind 
fn excitement, discordant, adventure, 
pi'ague, pestilence an famine, battle. 
murder and sudden death.’’

Pocock told me the story of the founé- 
mg of the Legion of Frontfiersmen. Per- 
sonally Mr. Pocock is one of the gentlest 
ef savages.

These three cultured. force- 
ful intellects taking the lead in their 
respective lines of effort, have left an 
mpress upon the city which will last 
fer years. 

Captain Keely was born November. 
1839, in Middleberry, Wexford county, Ire- 
land. His father, Thomas Keely, was 
a staunch Protestant, a schoo] teacher 
by profession. Thus may be traced to 
his early thome training the brilliant 
mental attainments and marked taste 
for literature which Captain Keely ever) 
evinced. 

To prepare his son for future useful- 
ness, Mr. Keely, by the payment of a 
sum of money, apprenticed his son when 
quite young to a merchant named Shaw, 
in the city of Cork... From the begin- 
ning most favorable reports were sent 
to the father of his son’s capacity and 
faithfulness. Captain Keely never ceased 
to thank Ais father for his early train- 
ing. In after years, while conducting 
one of the most prosperous mercantile 
businesseae in the south, between the 
years 1869 and 1888, the methods learn- 
ed in early life were never forgotten, but, 
joined with natural ability and sound 
judgment, accelerated ‘this success. 

While in his teens young Keely was 
persuaded to visit Quebec in company 
with an older cousin. Te clerked for 
a year. Animated by a desire to Sete 
more of America he decided to come to 
New York. Being posesssed of an 4at- 
tractive address, remarkable physique 
and a thorough business knowledge, he 
had no difficulty in obtaining a situa- 
tion in this large city among strangers. 
After spending one year in New York, 
where he held a position with A. T. 
Stewart & Co., the young man felt a 
growing desire to see more of the states 
before returning to Ireland, anfl answer- 
ed an advertisement from a Mr. Hagan, 


a merchant living in Atlanta, for some 
young men to come south to clerk. He 
sailed for Gavannah, reaching Atlanta 
in 1858, end accepted a clerkship on 
Whitehall street adjoining the corner 
with which his name has for years been 
identified. 
Joined Irish Company. 

During all these years he never aban- 
doned the idea of neturning to Ireland, 
the land he loved so dearly. But when 
¢he tocsin of war ‘was sounded, his higb 
sense of honor and bravery would not 
permit him to flee from what he consid- 
ered his duty. At this time he was 
young and timid, with very few friends 
outside of his store acquaintances. 

A young lawyer, James H. Neal, oldest 
bon of John Neal, raised and commended 
a company, which was composed entireiy 
of Irishmen: In this company young Mr. 
Keely enlisted. Tt. was organized in 
April, 1861, and assumed the name of 
“The Jackson Guard.” Their services 
were tendered in che earliest part of the 
struggle; but they. were detained two 
months at Big Shanty, which Governor 
Rrown desirea to have specially well 
equipped to sustain Georgia’s honor. This 
company was one which went to com- 
pose the Nineteenth Georgia regiment, 
eommanded by Colonel J. H. Neal, in 
tmany hard fought battles in Virginia, 
North Carolina and Florida, and valiant 
Service did they render wherever duty 
called them.. 

Frequently in after years Captain Keely 
would. recount in graphic manner the 
thrilling experiences of these brave men. 
He delighted always in relating any spe- 
cial deed of Meroism or daring of any of 
his old comrads, 

Made Captain of Company. 

When the first promotion reached Ca D- 
tain Neal, a vacancy was created in 
company B of the Nineteenth Georgia, 
As young Keely had ere this proven his 
sterling worth and aptitude, he was 
quickly chosen by his company to fill the 
vacancy. Well did ne sustain, the honor 
conferreq upon him, and: cheerfully bore 
the hardships: and privations of the war, 
while bravely fighting for his adopted 
country. <A close friendship existed be- 
tween him and Colonel] Neal, who was 
Killed at Kingston. N. C., while com- 
Manding Colquitt’s brigade. 

Captain Keely always said his death 
Was the greatest blow that ever befell 
him. Ten days later Captain Keely was 
wounded in his ankle at Bentonville, N. 
Cc. ‘The wound was severe and disabled

So 
e2ger was John Cannon to secure his 
service in a mercantile business in which 
he was just embarking, that he paid his 
Salary two months in advance in order 
to’ retain him until his store house was 
finished. Here at the corner of White- 
hall and Hunter streets he was employed 
constantly for the next four years, until 
1869, when the young clerk bought out

Upon returning to Atlanta after the 
war, Captain Keely made the acquaint- 
ance of Colone] Neal's family, and after 
a few years married Miss Ella Neal, the 
youngest sister of Colonel] Neal. She 
survived him ten years. Their eldest son, 
Neal Thomas Keely, died a few years 
before his mother. Dr. John Keely, house 
physician of the Waldorf-Astoria, New 
York; Arthur C. Keely and Robert W. 
Keely, of this city, are the remaining 
members of the family. 


his family did not entirely absorb the 
love of his great heart. His tenderness 
went out to all humanity, and was mani- 
fested by many acts of noble generosity 
to the needy. All classes went to him for 
advice, feeling that they would have a 
wise and sympathizing counsellor, and 
he always inspired them with confidence 
and thope, and found a way to assist 
them. He was a devoted member of the 
Episcopal church, and a leading vestry- 
man at St. Phillip’s. 

He was endowed with a fine mind, a 
wonderful memory, which, combined with 
his ready “Irish wit’’ and his pleas- 
ant, genial manner, rendered him a most 
fascinating conversationalist.

committee Atlanta ever had. He was 
also an original member of the Atlanta 
chamber of commerce, 

Organized Neal Bank. 


On January 7, 1887, Captain Keely, with 
T. B. Neal and E H. Thornton, organ- 
‘zed. fhe Neal Loan and Banking Com- 
pany. T. B Neal was made president, 
Captain Keely, vice president, and E. H. 
Thorrton, cashier. Tt was Captain 
Keely’s intention to close out his dry 
goods business and spend a year abroad, 
before giving his personal attention to 
the affairs of the bank. In the prime 
of life and in the midst of his greatest 
usefulness, death’s summons came and 
ended all earthly plans. 

Captain Keely’s death resulted from 
blood poisoning, caused by the wound he 
jad received during the war. The end 
came peacefully ang he awaited the final 
summons with calmness and the resigna- 
tion of a true Christian, assured of hap- 
tpiness beyond the grave. Dr. J. F. Alex- 
ander, an old friend, was his constant at- 
¢endant for a week before the end. 

Left Ample Fortune. 

His family was left well provided for, 
an@ he bequeathed to them, in addition, 
the inheritance of an unblemished name. 
When the business which Captain Keely 
had piuwilt up wae eold, no charge was 
made for the ‘‘good will’ of the firm, 
eas Robert O’Donnelly, one of the part- 
ners, had entered the business as a clerk 
and the warmest friendship had existed 
between him and the head of the house. 
The firm is atill conducted by Mr. O’Don- 
nelly, John Morris and F. 8. Ellis, under 
the name of the Keely Company.

which is in the possession of a friend of 
the family. Other monuments cover the 
graves of painters, sculptors, artists, 
authors, players, all of whom occupied 
high positions {in the world of art and 
culture. 

These so-called ‘‘graves of honor’ are 
of quite recent date. When the great 
Central cemetery was first opened a few 
years ago, a number of smaller local 
burying grounds which had sutfficeg for 
the city’s needs were closed. and in 
some cases it was even proposed to build 
over parts of them. Scattered among 
these little cemeteries were the remains 
of many eminent citizens and residents of 
Vienna, ang’ as it seemed only fit and 
proper that these should be treated with 
all honor and reverence, the city councl] 
decided to have them taken up and re- 
interred in a prominent position in the 
new cemetery. A small area wae there- 
fore chosen for the reception of these 
{llustrious dead, ang also for other great 
men who might come after them. The 


‘city bore all the expenses attending the 
\removal 


and reburying, and sometimes 
provided the monument. In other cases, 
however, the friends and admirers of the 
deceased artists undertook the erection 
of the memorial. 

In view of the approaching centennary 
of the death of Hayden (fin 1890) one of 
the city aldermen recently proposed that 
this great composer’s remains should be 
brought from the small village church 
yard where they were laid and placed in 
the midst of his distinguished associates. 
alderman, however, had overlooked 
the fact that the great noble family of 
Esterhazy. had removed Hayden’s corpse 
fourteen years after his death to a 
magnificent tomb upon their estate at 
Kisenstadt. Hayden hag been private or- 
ganist and music mastér to the Princes 
Esterhazy, and they had, therefore, pro- 
vided this final resting place for him. 

The spot chosen for the “graves of 
honor’ has been tastefully laid out and 
planted with choice trees ang shrubs 
and beautiful flowers. It will shortly be 
still more beautified by the erection of a

MORE INCREASE - 
IN CLEARINGS 


Half Million Gain in Busi-| 


ness of Banks Last | 
Week, 


Again the bank clearings have leaped 
upward. The clearings of yesterday and 
those ofthe week which ended: last night 
show gains that-are sufficiently large to 
be a source of gratification. 

The clearings for Saturday, March 24, 
were $590,135.18, and the clearings for 
the same day last year were $508,645.89, 
showing an increase of $81,489.29 for the 
day. 

The bank clearings for last week were 
$4,083,961.75, and the clearings for the 
same week last year were $3,552,701.81, 
showing an increase of $531,259.94 for 
the week. 

The inerease for the week is smaller 
than the average increase for this year. 
The average weekly gain is about $1,000,. 
000. Bankers confidently expect that the 
clearings for 1906 will exceed those of 
1905 by $50,000,000. 

The bank clearings of Atlanta have 
been increasing steadily since the Cot- 
ton States and International Exposition, 
and business men attribute the gains to 
the splendid success of that enterprise.

There is doubtless abundant room for 
honest differences of opinion as to the 
primal causes which produced these trusis 
and combines; but there is hardly room 
for honest differences of opinion as to 
their dangerous  tendendaies. Every 
thoughtful man relaizes that they are 
a standing menace to free government, 
and that the time is rapidly approaching 
when the government must either control 
them or be controlled by them. 

Ours is professedly “a government by 
the people for the people.”” We have no 
legally privileged classes, no hereditary 
aristocracy licensed to live upon the frults 
of the labor of qtherse. All are “free 
and equal;” that is to say, equally free 
to engage in industrial enterprises, how- 
ever humble in character, and are equal- 
ly guaranteed the right to sell or @x-

Mr. McClaughey Speaks. 


Following Mr. Underwood came Mr. 
McClaughry, deputy warden 
the United States penitentiary, sit- 
uated on the outskirts of Atlanta. 

Mr. McClaughry comes of a family of 
prison specialists, his father having in- 
troduced into America the Bertillon sys- 
tem; his brother being at present the 
Bertillon expert at the Leavenworth 
United. States penitentiary. Mr. Mc- 
Claughry, in his fine address and suhse- 
quent lecture, advanced a view. point of 
prison life before generally unknown and 
unconsidered. 

Those present were students of sociol- 
ogy. One and all appreciated the need 
of tenement house reformation to prevent 
the ignorant poor from becoming the 
vicious criminal; all understood the 
value of reformatory over punitive meas- 
ures. 

Members of the club and other phii- 
anthropic societies, the audience to a 
unit understood and entered into’ Mr. 
Underwood's appeal for the prevention 
of crime and appreciated the advantages 
of the great reformatory measures used 
in the large northern prisons. Them- 
selves philanthropists, they. were § fa- 


miliar with the conditions surrounding 
the poor, ignorant or criminal and ready 
to give of themselves to relieve sutictinn | 
congitions. 

But Mr. McClaughry opened up a com- 
pletely new vista whose range was broad. 
enough to compass philanthropy, - sociol- 
ogy, politics and civil service-reform.
